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was to erect Schools; many whereof, have 
been heretofore of Credit and Renown in 
divers Countries of Europe ; viz, Spain, Por- 
tagal, Germany, &c. and ſeveral are atthis 
day eſtablished in the Twrkisch Dominions, 
Barbary, Perſia, and generally whereſoever 
they are allowed to ſettie. Of the ordering 
and managing of theſe S-hools under their 
modern conſtitution, take the following 
account. 

We have already faid, that whereſoever a 
competent number of thole of our Nation, 
were ſettled into a ſtanding Community, 
the firſt thing they took care of, was the e- 
rection of a publick School. Now this 
according to the greater or leſſer number of 
| thole that were to be inſtrue&td, was always 
1gieater or leſſer ; and was to be maintained 
{ dy a publick Fund ſettled tor that purpole. 
| Thele orders are kept up under the modern 
| Conſtitution, with all poſſible exaCtneſs and

charge, Concerning them therefore we 

may obſerve, that it is required, not only 

that they should be perſons of good parts 

and intellectual abilities, but likewiſe that 

they should be of known prodity and inte- 

ority; that ſo their Lite comporting with 

their doctrine, they might be able to in- 

ſtrut both by Precept and Example, Allo 

tis requir'd that they should not uſe feverity, 

nor indeed any rough methods of Corre- 

ion, unleis where they are altogether ne- 

ceſſary, and that only for a terrour to 

others, not to gratitie their own hatred, 

or any other indecent paſſion, As to the 
Scholars, it is expected from, and required 
\inthem that they should be of an humbie 
| and docible diſpoſition; that they should 
behave themfelves with modeſty and an a- 
 greable reverence tio their Teachers; and 
beevery way qualified by vertue and good 

manners to reap the benefits of inſtruction, 

neither following the bent of their paſſhons, 

nor addicted to any viticust purſuits; the 
Maſter being obliged to tortife their minds 

vith honeſt and laudable diſpoſition againit 
alſuch impreſſions; And if either for want 
dfnatural lagacity or ſufficient induſtry any

icant piece of Knowledge, and oblige them 
to find out the alluſion, This Method of 
Inſtruction, has been all along practiſed 
both by Philoſophers and Poets , eſpecially 
in the Eaſtern parts of the World, as Hi- 
ſtory does abundantly inform us. Atter 
they have made an agreable proficiency 
in theſe Studics, they advance to Logick, 
thereby to qualifie themlelves for the due 
exercile of their reaſon, in diſcerning the 
proper conſequences of things from their 
immediate or remote principles, in form- 
nga true judgment of their connexion or 
diſagreement, and thereby fortifying their 
mind againſt Erroneous and Sophiſtical 
impreſhons, Their Judgments being thus 
ſarled, and by Age and Experience ſufhic1- 
ently matur*d, they betike themſelves to 
tne higher Forms, and apply themſelves to 
Natural Philoſophy, and fome part of the 
Mathematical Science, and laſtly, (if their 
inclinations will carry them ſo far) to Meta- 
phylicks; in a word to every part of uſe- 
tul knowledge. However, there are not 
many that arrive to theſe heights: A: to 
Natural Philoſophy , this is to be learned 
irom the rf Chay. of Ger. upon which 
count it is called the ſtudy of the Work 
of tne Creation, which being encumbred 
With great difficu3ti£s is not wont fo be pub- 

lickly 
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lickly explained, but only in private to the 
party that deſired it. As for Metaphylicks, 
neither is this ſtudy to be otherwiſe attained 
to, it being grounded upon the firſt Chap: 
of Ezec»iel, which 1s looked upon as no 
leſs dificult, and therefore not to be Ex- 
plained but with the like caution. 

The number of Scholars under the care 
of one Maſter, 1525». and this compleateth 
a School, But, if the number increale tv 
40. then the Maſter is obliged to take an 
aſſiſtant; ro the end they may be the more 
carcfully educated. Tt they exceed this lalt 
number, either another Maſter is to be ap- 
pointed in the ſame School, or elſe another 
School iserefted. This isto be underſtood 
ot the younger ſort, whoſe tender years 
require that an extraordinary care and dl- 
ligenceshould be uſed rowards them, Other: 
wile, and in our greater Schools, the num- 
ber of Students is nor preciſely determt- 
nable; tney amounting ſometimes to 3 Or 
400, and may be mo:e or leſs, according!y 


as the places where the reſpeCtive Schoois | 


are ſiruated, are more or leſs populous. In 
theſe the Maſters read in quality of profel- 
ſors, and therefore addreſs themſelves t0 
all their auditors at once, and conſzquent!y 
there is no need, zsSin thoſe of the lower 
Forms, of a particular application, [1 
this alſo th2 Maſter is placed in a Chair 10 

at, 
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an eminence above his auditors who are 
feared round abont him and receive his do- 
trine with all poſſible attention. They 
have the liberty to put what Queſt.ons they 
pleaſero him, if they ariſe out of the Subject 
of his diſcourſe; (otherwiſe they are not al= 
lowed to ſpeak) and that to be done orderly 
one by one. There is alſo an interpreter 
appointed, who is to repeat what the Ma- 
ler delivers for the benetit and inſtruction 
of thoſe that are at io grear a diſtance that 
they cannot hear with iutfcient advantage. 
ſomerimes the Maſter propoſes a piece ot 
tOphiliry with delign to cxercile the £kill 
of his Auditors, by trying whether they cif» 
cover it to be tuch or nor. The Scholars 
of inferiour rank arc conſtantly kept to du». 
ty; only they are alloweda liberty on the 
Eves of the Sabbaths and other Feſtivals, on 
t2e former whereot they have no new Lel- 
(on, but arc obliged to a repetition of what 
they had learned all the Week before, 

We have before took notice of that mO- 
deſt and reverential behaviour in general, 
Which rhe Scholars are to expreſs. towards 
their reſpective. Maſters; to which we 
xMall only add that they are obliged to pay 
honour and deferencetothem in the ſame 
mealure, and tothe ſame degree as to their 

arents, upon which account, they are net 
allowed to call them by their own nan,

an eſteem and Venerartion 1s every where 


maintained towards the Doctors , that they ' 


Challengea grear reſpect purely on account 
of that Character, lo that neicher age nor 
q ality wholly exempreth any man from 
Paying it, And becauſe they are uſually 
called Elders, no:withitanding they may 
be otherwiſe very young, therefore 15 it 
thought matter of duty to give them due re- 
verence, according to what 1s commanded 
Lovit.

15 
Now to the end that none may be admitted 
to teach publickly who are not cvery way 
qualified, as to their intellectuals, proviſion

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| Teacher, unlel(s he be not only approved by

the chief Maſters in the place where he de- 


\ figns to open his School, but alſo have taken 


the neceſſary degrees required to fir him 
for that charge, Which degrees arc con- 


\ ferred by giving the party detirous of them 


ſuch or ſuch a Title before the Congrega- 
tion, and a power of Teaching or inter- 
preting the Law, and Authority of impoling 
mulCcts and penalties upon the retraCtary and 
diſobedient, This is generally accompae- 
nied with laying on cf hands upon the party 
ſo dignified, {tho the Title is valid without 
that Ceremony) and then he is took by the 
hand and placed ina Chair appointed for 
that purpoſe. In ſome places a Book of the 
Law is put into his hand, after which, heis 
proclaimed a Teacher or Doctor. Theſe 
Titles are fo diffcrent in different places.that 
It were endiels to recount them all; The 


' moſt general and beſt known is that of Rab- 


bi; tho it muſt be acknowiedged withall, 
that Titles are but of a late ſtanding, becaule 


whilſt our Nation flourished in its Laws 


and polity, and Teachers were appointed 
by the great Counc!l at Fernſalem, cvery 
mans proper name was elteemed the belt 
Title, nor was any other conferred. The 
laying on of hands, inveſted rhe party with 
alufficient power to exerciſe his abilities. 
And as this praiſe obtaincd all along in 

the 
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the times of the old Prophets, ſo is it 

rounded upon that Text Deue. 34.9, And 
Jodkus the Sou of Nun was full of the Spirit 
of Wiſdom, for Moſes had laid his hauds upon 
him. 

And thus much of our Schools in gene. 
ral; which we have confidered from their 
firſt Original, down to their preſent conſti- 
tution in theſe our days; and have all along 
pointed out what advantages or diſcourage. 
ments the Learning taught in, and propa- 
gated by them, met with, during the many 
and various revolutions of the Fewzsh State. 
This we have endeayoured to do with all 
poſſible brevity and perſpecuity, and we 
hope with a juſt exa&tneſs. Much more 
might have been added upon this Subjec 
as the intelligent Reader will eaſily perceive 
if he pleaſes to reflect that we have only 


pointed at ſome heads, which are capable | 
of being very much improved and enlarged 


upon. And for this we shall not court ex- 
cuſe : For if this Short Eſſay pleaſe, we have
